Drive Started

Committee To Be 

Appointed Soon 

A drive to clean up Nar- 
berth's streets was inau- 
gurated this week by the 
Narberth Business Council. 

Howard F. Cotter, Jr., 
president of the organiza- 
tion, stated: 

"Clean streets are con- 
ductive to good business. 
The main purpose of this 
■ drive is to make Narberth 
the cleanest town on the 
entire Main Line." 

To Name Committee 

Cotter added that a committee 
will be appointed to work out de- 
tails of the drive and to enlist the 
aid of residents and merchants. 

Members of the Business Coun- 
cil have made a formal request 
to the Borough Council for rub- 
bish containers to be placed along 
curb lines on Haverford Ave. 

George B. Suplee, director of 
public works for the Borough, said 
that several years ago a similar 
request had been made by the 
Business group, but that when the 
Borough Council purchased four 
containers, they were misused by 
merchants and were removed to 
the playground. 

Now At Playground 

"The idea worked for some 
time," Suplee said, "but after sev- 
eral months, the merchants and 
storekeepers threw all sorts of 
trash and garbage in them. All 
that are left now are on the play- 
ground for the children to use." 

Suplee added that the main 
streets in the Borough were clean- 
ed each Saturday by the High- 
way Department. 

If the Borough Council decides 
in favor of the request by Cotter's 
organization, funds for the pur- 
chase of the containers would be 
appropriated from money set 
aside for highway works. 



Deny Marital Tiff 
In Boro Fracas 
With Patrolman 

Mrs. Bernardo Constantini, of 
525 Gordon Ave., Narberth, de- 
clared this week that the arrest of 
her husband August 30, was not 
preceded by any marital tiff. 

"My husband occasionally 
speaks loudly," she said, "but we 
have been very happy together for 
many years." * 

After an argument with Patrol- 
man Joseph Tierney last Tuesday 
night Bernardo was taken first to 
Bryn Mawr Hospital where he was 
treated for a head laceration and 
then to the Lower Merion police 
station on charges of disorderly 
conduct, resisting arrest and 
breach of peace. 

This is the way Mrs. Constan- 
tini describes what happened: 

"My husband was standing in 
his own backyard hollering to me 
for a match for his pipe when the 
patrolman jumped out of the 
bushes and hit him on the head," 
she said. 

Patrolman Tierney, it was 
learned this week, was in civilian 
clothes. The rear yard of the pa- 
trolman's home is near Cbnstan- 
tini's property.

Merrick Sentenced 
To 2 1 /2_toJ0 Yrs. 

Former Merion 
Resident Surrenders 
After 8 Months 



Harry Medford Merrick, 3rd, 
former Merion resident, was sen- 
tenced Friday to a maximum of 
10 - years jn Eastern StatC'Eeni- 
tentiary ' by -'Judge William F. 
Dannehower on a charge of lar- 
ceny of a truck from the Mont- 
gomery County Prison Farm in 
1945. 

Merrick, 22, escaped from the 
Farm, in Eaglesville, last Decem- 
ber, and surrendered to authori- 
ties last week. He was also 
sentenced to from six months to 
one year for escaping from prison 
but this was directed to run con- 
currently with two and one half 
to ten years sentence. 

Faces Long Term 

At the time Merrick left the 
prison farm, he had 21'/2 months 
to serve under previous sentences 
then imposed, so that with this 
decision he will serve 9'/2 months 
above the maximum of the sen- 
tences originally imposed. And 
they will be in the Penitentiary 
and not in the County Jail. 

Merrick had been before the 
courts three times in the last 
three years. 

He first was arraigned on a 
charge involving theft of radios

The detectives arrested Long on 
the complaint of the oldest girl's 
mother who was horrified at the 
story her daughter told when she 
went home. 

Long was charged with assault 
with intent to ravish, enticing 
minors for immoral purposes, in- 
decent assault, and assault and 
battery.

A bitter fight in the Montgom- 
ery County Courts against the 
granting of a liquor license to the 
Top Restaurant, 1415 City ' Lint 
Ave., loomed as a certainty this 
week. 

Almost positive to appear before 
Judge William F. Dannehower in 
Quarter Sessions Court, Norris- 
town, Sept. 6, to oppose the grant- 
ing of the license are two schools, 
a church and a still undetermined 
number of residents of Overbrook 
Hills. 

Fight To Continue 

•Representatives of the Friends 
Central School, City Line Ave., 
Overbrook, of the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart, City Line Ave. and 
Haverford Rd., and of Christ 
Presbyterian Church of Overbrook 
Hills, Haverford and Manoa Rds., 
seemed certain to continue to 
make every effort to block the sale 
of liquor in their neighborhood. 

,The two schools and the church, 
together with almost 50 Overbrook 
Hills residents, appealed before 
the State Liquor Control Board at 
several hearings held in Philadel- 
phia during March and April. 

The Board's refusal of a license 
to sell liquor to, Charles Wolf, pro- 
prietor of the Top Restaurant, 
came- at the final hearing held 
Majr:29.~ " V : " J.£~-.l.y^ 
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that the Pennsylvania Liquor Con- 
trol Act authorized it to exercise 
its discretion to grant or refuse to 
grant a license, if the applicant 
was located, within 300. feet of a 
church, school, hospital, charitable 
institution or public playground. 
Too Near Convent 

The Board stated that the res- 
taurant was within 300 feet of the 
Sacred Heart Convent. 

Wolf, through his attorney. 
Maxwell Strawbridge, solicitor for 
the Montgomery County Commis- 
sioners, appealed to the courts to 
overrule the Board's decision, con- 
tending the refusal was an abuse 
of its discretionary power. 

Judge Dannehower last week 
ordered the Liquor Control Board 
to defend its action and set Sept. 
6 for a hearing. 

Representing the Convent will 
probably be John J. Speese, Phila- 
delphia attorney. 

It is also believed that Richard 
H. McPeely, headmaster of 
Friends Central School, who ap- 
pealed before the Board at its 
earlier hearings, will either appear 
at Norristown or be represented 
by an attorney.

Long a Resident of 
"The Cottage" on 
Shortridge Estate 

Miss Elizabeth J. Roberts, com- 
panion and housekeeper for the 
late Mrs. N. Parker Shortridge 
until her death in 1929 at the age 
of 99, died Monday in "The Cot- 
tage", on the Shortridge estate, 
Lancaster Pike, Wynnewood. 

Miss Roberts, who was 69, had 
been ill for many years. She was 
the daughter of the late Thomas 
and Jane Roberts. 

Cousin at Bedside 

With her at the time of her 
death was Mrs. Margaret Williams, 
a second cousin, who had lived at 
"The Cottage" since the death 
of her husband, Richard, 20 years 
ago. He had been the gardener 
ou the Evan B. Morris estate, 
Mill Creek Rd., Ardmore. Morris 
was president of the Girard Trust 
Company. 

Miss Roberts came to this coun- 
try from North Wales in 1905 at 
a girl. Her uncle, with whom she 
lived, was Robert Hughes, garden- 
er for the N. Parker Shortridge 
family, whose home has long been 
a landmark on the, Main Line. 
Shortridge was president of the 
Philadelphia National Bank and a 
vice-president- of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shortridge lost 
their only child, a son, in 1864 and 
years later they informally adopt- 
ed Mrs. Shortridge's cousin. Parker 
Williams. When Mr. Shortridge 
died in 1915, Miss Roberts, already 
a trusted employe and friend of 
the Shortridge family, became 
Mrs. Shortridge's constant com- 
panion.

Bought In April 

The fight began last April when

means. 

Rent Accepted 

Daubert's former lease on the 
apartment was held by a build- 
ing and loan association until the 
company forclosed on the pro- 
perty, and it was bought by Eul- 
er. 

Euler, according to Daubert, 
accepted rent for the apartment 
until a month ago, when he told 
Daubert that he was being forc- 
ed to move from his home on 
Valley View Rd., Merion, and 
wanted possession of the apart- 
ment. 

Couldn't Start Shop 

He stated that he was unable 
to operate his plumbing and 
heating business in the store 
until he could gain possession of 
the apartment. He said that he 
could not employ help to stay 
in the store while he was mak- 
ing calls, and that if he were able 
to occupy the apartment, his 
wife would help him in that 
capacity. 

A judgment of eviction was 
entered against Daubert by Euler 
July 13, and he was given five 
days to leave the property. At 
that point Daubert, not to be 
outdone, retained an attorney, 
Colonel Earle Hepburn, of Mer- 
ion, who obtained a court stay 
of eviction proceedings July 20.

Sgt. Joseph Mawhinney, of the 
Lower Merion police Accident In- 
vestigation Squad, reported that 
Carthy apparently lost control of 
his car after he swerved sharply 
to avoid striking a heavy truck. 
The car turned over after hitting 
the curb on Lancaster Pike. 
Rushed To Hospital 

Carthy was rushed in a police 
ambulance to Bryn Mawr Hospital, 
where he died at 8.55 A. M., sev- 
eral minutes after he was admit- 
ted.

The Board stated that the res- 
taurant was within 300 feet of the 
Sacred Heart Convent. 

Wolf, through his attorney. 
Maxwell Strawbridge, solicitor for 
the Montgomery County Commis- 
sioners, appealed to the courts to 
overrule the Board's decision, con- 
tending the refusal was an abuse 
of its discretionary power. 

Judge Dannehower last week 
ordered the Liquor Control Board 
to defend its action and set Sept 
6 for a hearing.

and because of his youth was giv- 
en a minimum sentence of five 
months to 23 months by Judge 
Dannehower. He was paroled at 
the expiration of three months of 
the five months sentence. 

Three months after his release 
on parole, January 19, 1945, Mer- 
rick was back in prison, this time 
charged with the sale of nine 
valuable rugs owned by his father 
which he disposed of to a second 
hand dealer. He was sentenced to 
a term of 11 V. to 22 months by 
Judge Knight on April 9, 1945, 
and was serving this sentence 
when he escaped. 

One Visit From Wife 

While in prison Merrick's 
father died. His mother failed to 
visit him in prison and his wife 
visited him only once during the 
10 month period he was there, he 
said. 

He had a talk with Warden 
Peter Reilly and there were indi- 
cations he was trying hard to re- 
habilitate himself. In order to aid 
him in building up his health. 
Warden Reilly sent Merrick to the 
prison farm. 

While there, word of the death 
of his father, the fact no one 
came to see him, caused him to 
become emotionally upset. "I just 
couldn't take it any longer," Mer- 
rick told Judge Dannehower. 

He went to the farm garage and 
got the truck. He drove to Phila- 
delphia and abandoned the truck. 
Then he went to Brooklyn, N. Y., 
where he obtained employment. 
He remained there about seven 
months. 

Family Gives Him Up 

Last Wednesday he called his 
mother and his wife and said he 
wanted to give himself up, take 
his punishment and start life 
anew. They contacted Attorney 
Thomas Waters who arranged for 
his surrender. 

An ironical part, of the pro- 
ceeding was that Waters who de- 
fended him last week was the As- 
sistant District Attorney who 
prosecued the cases against Mer- 
rick on his previous trips into 
court.

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articles, but fails to say when and 
where they appeared. To date, 
however, none of the local news- 
paper publishers can recall when 
they were printed. 

All of the letters, addressed in 
a bold, schoolboy hand and in Ink, 
were mailed from Norristown. 

Two local officials checked with 
postal authorities in Philadelphia 
to find out if mailing privileges 
had been misused in any way. 
They were told that as long as 
the writer abstained from an at- 
tack on an individual he was on 
safe ground. Postal authorities, 
however, asked for several copies 
of the yellow pamphlet to forward 
to U. S. Post Office Department 
officials in Washington. 

Suspect Residents 

A group of Rosemont residents, 
who were outspoken in their crit- 
icism of the School Directors when 
they purchased a school site in 
Rosemont a year ago, was sus- 
pected of fathering the pamphlet. 
Several members of the group, 
queried about the matter, how- 
ever, denied any involvement. 

Political observers, holding forth 
in the Township Building, Ard- 
more, and the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Ward headquarters, Norristown, 
were looking for a straw in the 
wind of a new political movement. 
But they could find none indicated 
in the yellow pamphlet. Primar- 
ily, the pamphlet directed its 
main barbs at the School Board, 
and there will be no School Direc- 
tors elected until next year. Also, 
by gentleman's agreement, most 
politicians are for keeping schools 
out of politics. As a job, the 
School Board means little, as Di- 
rectors receive no pay. 

The pamphlet, if it is meant to 
beat the drums for any group, was 
the merchants and the need of 
parking space for their customers. 
Neither did this make political 
sense because, few merchants are 
politically conscious and as a 
group they take little interest in 
politics, especially the local brand. 

Taxpayers Associations usually 
art formed to save citizens money, 
but in this case, the mythical 
"Taxpayers Association" advocated 
spending considerable sums for 
parking space. 

Passes Up Good Bet 

The anonymous pamphlet also 
passed up a good bet to strengthen 
its own argument when it failed 
to point out the latest proposed 
expenditure of the School Board. 
Only three weeks ago in an ex- 
tensive article appearing in the 
Lower Merion Newspapers, the 
School Board's building committee 
recommended the purchase of a 
site for a new Gladwyne School 
on Morris Rd., Bryn Mawr, in the 
P. King Wainwright tract. Pur- 
chase of the land and construction 
of a school would cost more than 
half a million dollars. 

The purchase of the two school 
sites some years ago, sites which 
were held as tax-exempt idle land, 
was criticized by the "Taxpayers 
Association" spokesman. These 
were the eight and one-half acre 
tract at Dartmouth and Oxford 
Rds., Cynwyd, which cost $75,000, 
and the seven acre tract at Hagy's 
Ford and Righters Mill Rds., Penn 
Valley, which cost $49,000. 
Question Purchase 

They also questioned the pur- 
chase of the southeast corner of 
Montgomery Ave., and Church Rd.. 
Ardmore, across from the Lower 
Merion High School, which is be- 
ing used as an athletic field. 

The Taxpayers Association 
trained their heaviest guns on the 
School Board for the purchase last 
year of the elementary school site 
at Old Gulph and Airdale Rds., 
Rosemont, at a cost of $32,640. 
. "Rosemont property owners in 
the vicinity of the proposed school 
site are up in arms about the pro- 
ject," read the pamphlet. "They 
say the neighborhood is not the 
proper one for an institution of 
that kind and that the surround- 
ing residential properties will be 
made less desirable and reduced in 
value."

made was in 1918 when they went 
to Boston. 

After Mrs. Shortridge's death in 
1929, Miss Roberts became com- 
panion to Mrs. Ellen Williams, 
whose son Parker had inherited 
the entire Shortridge estate. After 
Mrs. William's death in the 1930's, 
Miss Roberts retired to the gar- 
dener's cottage on the estate, and 
lived there in seclusion until her 
death Monday. 

When Parker Williams died in 
1943, his will stipulated that Miss 
Roberts was to have "life tenure" 
of "The Cottage" until the ground 
was sold. 

When the Mahoney Construct- 
ion Company, of Ardmore, bought 
the 99 acres comprising the Short- 
ridge tract last year for a building 
development, Edwin B. Mahoney. 
president of the company, said 
that the "tract will be developed 
around Miss Roberts cottage so 
that she will have a roof over her 
head as long as possible." 

"Good Old Days" 

When Mahoney first bought the 
tract planning to erect houses on 
6,000-sqiiare foot lots, he offered 
the barn on the estate to the 
Wynnewood Civic Association for 
a community development. At 
that time, Miss Roberts was in- 
terested in seeing the house and 
bam put to use so that future 
generations would have some idea 
of the "good old days." 

She told reporters then that she 
could remember "the days when 
Parker Williams was a student at 
Haverford College and when -the 
old house was filled with young 
people and rang to the echoes of 
their good times." 

She also stated that she hoped 
whoever "buys the 'big house' 
would keep up the traditional 
hospitality of the Shortridge 
mode of life." She was anxious 
for the Wynnewood Civic Assoc- 
iation to act on the Mahoney of- 
fer so that "some part of the 
estate would be rooted in the fu- 
ture to keep people aware of its 
past." 

"Six Mile Hotel" 

The Shortridge manor house, 
originally called "Six Mile Hotel" 
because it was the first public 
stop and toll house West of Phia- 
delphia during Revolutionary 
Days, was recently purchased by 
Mrs. Samuel Kerr, mother of 
Mrs. William Ferguson, of Rem- 
ington Rd., Wynnewood. Mrs. 
Kerr had already begun to re- 
store the house to its original 
Colonial lines. 

Funeral services for Miss Rob- 
erts were held at her late resi- 
dence Thursday. Interment was 
private in the graveyard of the 
Church of the Redeemer, Bryn 
Mawr. Miss Roberts' cousin, 
Robert Hughes, was sexton of 
that church for many years, and 
she lived at the sexton's house 
during the first years of her life 
in America.

Whereupon grandmother put 
her finger to her lips and said, 
"Shall I tell you a story? How 
about 'Goldilocks'?" There was 
my answer. Grandmother obvi- 
ously was a well-bred, well-edu- 
cated woman who had lived a 
reasonably full life, yet she did 
not have the intelligence either 
to realize that she was creating 
forever in that child's mind the 
association of. a handicap with 
something that one did not talk 
about — something that wasn't 
quite nice. 

And then I began to recall 
nany similar situations; the little 
„■,.• boys and girls I had had yanked 
'' awny from my vicinity — scolded, 
slapped, shushed or, at best, put 
off witli some stupid comment 
such as, "They are just for biu; 
girls, dear"! 

Sometimes you will encounter 
an unbelievable combination of 
intelligence and stupidity. Last 
year during the polio epidemic, a 
little girl seeing me looked up at 
her mother and said, "Mother, did 
that lady have polio?" 

The infant looked all of about 
three and obviously had been 
carefully instructed about polio. 
Yet when she asked a forthright 
question her mother shook her 
shoulder impatiently and said, 
"Keep quiet!" When the infant 
pursued the question hopeful of 
a more rational answer the 
mother rose and walked her away 
from me. 

Emotional Hang-Over 

Perhaps you think I am stress- 
ing the importance of this too 
much. I am certain that I am 
not. After all, prejudice about; 
something like a handicap is not 
the result of intelligent adult 
thinking. It is an emotional 
hang-over, a subconscious asso- 
ciation. 

And I believe it has its insidious 
beginning in just such incidents 
as I have related. I charge every 



for any child with the seriousness 
of such acts I demand his recog- 
nition of his obligation to that 
child and its future life to instruct 
him properly concerning handi- 
caps of all kinds — without 
drama, without emotion, so that 
he may have a normal healthy 
curiosity satisfied and develop a 
rational acceptance of these de-. 
viations from normal. 

There is nothing abnormal in 
a child's curiosity, he asks about 
handicaps just as he asks about 
a million other things which at- 
tract his attention. So if you will 
cooperate in this, that will take 
care of the future. It won't help 
the present much, for the pres- 
ent contains people who have 
been indoctrinated in the not-nice 
school. 

I have been turned down for 
countless jobs because I was 
handicapped. My qualifications 
were superior, I was assured. Yes, 
undoubtedly I could do as well or 
better at the job BUT — sometimes 
it was because it would complicate 
the insurance system of the com- 
pany, or I would have a flight of 
stairs to go up or down (I have 
had as many as twenty-two ,\ 
day at school!) and of course that 
would make it impossible. 
Public Opinion Blamed 

I was told by the representative 
of a medical group who was in- 
terviewing me for a job for which 
I was more than qualified, "Pub- 
lic opinion would prevent us from 
giving you the job. I wish it 
weren't true but it is". This from 
doctors — blood brothers of the 
man who spent all his skill and 
much of his time taking me apart 
and putting me together again so 
that I COULD live like other peo- 
ple! 

But it's like that, and you might 
as well face it. And it will be 
like that until there has been 
time for us to bring up a new 
generation of people with a dif- 
ferent point of view. 

Of course not every potential 
employer is like that. Occasional- 
ly you will find one who somehow 
has managed to come out un- 
scathed by prejudice. Hunt till 
you find him, for you cannot win 
with the others. Trying to fight 
their point of view is a heart- 
breaking and fruitless business. I 
know. It will take you longer to 
find a job the way I suggest, but 
when you do find it you will really 
have something. 

Of course during the war when 
they were pushed to the wall, 
many companies were forced to 
employ handicapped personnel 
and found to their amazement 
that their work records and ac- 
cident records were considerably 
better than those of their un- 
trammeled brothers. 

That would be so, of course. 
Remember what I said about a 
handicap being a challenge to 
achieve? 

Well, there, briefly, you -have 
it. Of course, in my three short 
visits with you I have not at- 
tempted to do more than give 
you a working outline. But if you 
are interested, I still have thirty 
years of experiences to which you 
are welcome for the asking.

Born Mere in 1855, 

Her Life Reflects 

Story of Township 

The next time you think you 
"can't stand this daily routine 
another day" just stop by and see 
Mrs. Eva Latch Grow, who at 91 
years of youth is still going 
strong. 

Mrs. Grow has quite a history, 
all" of which centers around Lower 
Merion Township. She was born 
February 24, 1855, on the present 
site of West Laurel Hill Cemetery, 
Pencoyd, which was then her fath- 
er's dairy farm. In 1870. her 
father, the first Charles W. Latch, 
sold the farm to that company 
and bought two other dairy farms 
on Hageysford Rd., Penn Valley. 
Married At 20 

After Charles Latch bought his 
farms, his next door neighbor was 
George T. Grow, whose son, 
Geors«, Jr., Mrs. Grow reminisces, 
seemed to her a "very nice young 
man." As it turned out she 
thought him nice enough to marry 
on her 20th birthday, in 1875, and 
they lived on the Grow farm for 
45 years. 

"You know," Mrs. Grow says, 
"George's father was born in 1812 
on that farm, which was part of 
the 600-acre farm the Grow fam- 
ily bought in 1778. George was 
the last of the Grows; and, inci- 
dentally, he was on the first Board 
of Commissioners for Lower Mer- 
ion Township, which was formed 
in 1900." 

Her bright eyes snap as she 
tells of the days when all of Cyn- 
wyd was tucked in the pocket of 
Thomas G. Lodge, who. owned a 
dairy farm there. 

"The Hoffmans also had a dairy 
farm there," she said, "and I 
hated to let my place go, but after 
my husband died during the in- 
fluenza epidemic of 1918, I kept 
it up for three years by myself. 
After that I decided to retire and 
I've been having a good time ever 
since." 

No Time For Longing 

Ninety-one years shed from Mrs. 
Grow as she speaks of those days 
pf early Township growth, but 
don't think she sighs for "the good 
old days;" she doesn't have time, 
she says, because she's too busy 
enjoying present days. 

When a visitor remarks that she 
seems very happy and cheery, Mrs. 
Grow replies, "Why of course I'm 
cheerful. Why shouldn't I be? I 
have my health, my family, my 
home and my independence, so 
what have I to worry about?" 

She's as spry and supple as a 
16-year-old girl, with a peaches- 
and-cream complexion, glowing 
with soft pink. 

"I'm mighty proud of being 91, 
but I don't expect to reach 100. 
and I really don't care whether I 
do or not. I've had so much al- 
ready," she said as she was getting 
ready to go to church Sunday eve- 
ning. "This is my one outing 
each week, but next winter I'm 
going down to visit my daughter 
in Moorestown, N. J. Of course, 
my family thinks I'm crazy to go 
but if someone will take me down, 
I'll manage fine." 

Mrs. Grow spends a part of each 
year with one of her three daugh 
ters. Right now she is spending 
the summer with her widowed 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Lentz, whose 
home is on Germantown Pike, 
Plymouth Center. It was in that 
house that Mrs. Grow had a three- 
room apartment where she did her 
own cooking and housekeeping 
three years ago! "She still helps 
me with my housework," Mrs. 
Lentz says proudly. 

"Of course I do," asserts Mrs. 
Grow with some spirit. "I have to 
have things to keep me busy." 
Winters In Penn Valley 
During the winter months, she 
stays with, another daughter, Mrs 



the road from the house in which 
she was bom. 

"Mother just loves it here," Mrs. 
Greiner states, "and we just love 
to have her. She's so cute and 
has so much pep that she still 
keeps me hopping." 

It is during in-between seasons 
that she hopes to visit her young 
est' daughter. Mrs. Evan Thomas 
in Moorestown. 

There is still one of Father 
Latch's farms which is in good 
running condition. It is being 
operated by the Misses Cora and 
Anna Latch, nieces of Mrs. Grow. 
However, Mrs. Grow herself sold 
her farm in 1921 to the E. S. 
Madara family, whose children 
have remodelled the old farm- 
house and have turned it into 
quite a showplace. The other 
Latch farm was sold to Dr. Henry 
Skinner in 1914. 

There are many Latch descend- 
ants throughout Lower Merion 
Township, all of whom will have 
quite a time living up to the tra- 
dition which Eva Latch Grow has 
fashioned in her lifetime. 

Each visitor who comes her way 
gets a cheery, "Goodbye and safe 
journey to you." All her family 
and friends wish her more of the 
same, each murmuring as they 
leave her hospitable doorstep, 
"Age is an adventure when it's met 
as she has met it."

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Pennsylvania's Courts stand f irst 
in the Nation in their record of 
law enforcement, according to the 
reports of the Bureau of the 
Census or Judicial Crime Statis- 
tice. 

More criminals were sentenced 
in our Courts during 1943-1944, 
the last year for which data are 
available, than in any other state 
in the Union. More than one-fifth 
of all the convictions for major 
criminal offenses in the United 
States were obtained in Pennsy- 
lvania in that twelve-month 
period. 

Perhaps as a consequence of this 
vigorous enforcement of the law 
by our police officers and Courts, 
Pennsylvania is one of the lowest 
states in the Union in its urban 
crime rates. 

The Commonwealth is second 
in population in the United States, 
but has the lowest record of thefts 
per 100.000 population of any of 
the forty-eight states. Its record 
in 1943-44 was 326 thefts per 100,- 
000, as compared with the nat- 
ional average of 929 per 100,000 
and the high record of 2228 in the 
State of Arizona. Thirty-nine 
states have a worse record of 
automobile thefts and 38 a worse 
record for burglaries than the 
Commonwealth. There were 2.95 
murders recorded per 100,00 pop- 
ulation in Pennsylvania as com- 
pared with a national average of 
4.77 and a' high record of 19.44 in 
Alabama. In crimes of violence 
the State's record is consistently 
low. Its 30 cases of robbery per 
100,000 population must be com- 
pared with the United States 
average of 45 and a high of 121 in 
the State of Delaware. 

Pennsylvania had less than half 
as many cases of aggravated 
assault as the United States' aver- 
age and 1/19 as many as North 
Carolina. 

Despite the present wave of 
lawlessness which seems the in- 
evitable consequence of a great 
war. the law enforcement agencies 
of Pennsylvania have performed 
a remarkable Job in making the 
Commonwealth so unhealthy for 
the criminal classes, that the 
State's record of major crime is 
one of the lowest in the entire 
United States.

Look Out for 'Slickers' 

The War Department is warn- 
ing relatives of servicemen killed 
in action against spurious prom- 
ises of slick promoters to "expe 
diate return to this country of 
bodies of deceased veterans." The 
War Department handles the 
whole matter and there is noth- 
ing any one, but an official of 
that agency, can do to help any 
relatives in this matter. 

On the question of which rela- 
tive has the final say about dis 
position of a body of a soldier 
killed overseas the War Depart- 
ment recognizes wishes of kin in 
the following order: 

If the deceased was married, 
the widow has the preference, but 
she must not have been divorced 
or legally separated from him at 
the time of his death and she 
must not have since remarried 
If the wife has remarried or been 
divorced, the preference passes to 
the sons if they are over 21. If 
not over 21 then to the daughters 
if they are over 21. If all chil- 
dren are under age or if there 
are no children, then the right 
to dispose of the remains passes 
to the surviving relatives in the 
order of their relationship, fath- 
er, mother, brothers, sisters, etc. 
If the deceased was not married, 
then the decision rests first with 
the father, then mother, then 
brothers and sisters over 21 and 
if thc%e are none, then the right 
passes along to other relatives. 
Questions and Answers 

Q. I know of a lady who served 
as a WAVE in the navy and her 
husband also served in the navy. 
I am told they are drawing- $100 
a month each and will draw this 
for a year. I have a son in the 
navy and he will be discharged in 
July. Is there any such la-w 
granting this amount to service- 
men? If so how can my son ob- 
tain this? Do they have to be 
unemployed or self-employed? Is 
it based on time spent in service 
or rating? — Mrs. D. W. M., Cabool, 
Mo. 

A. The WAVE and her husband, 
both veterans, possibly are draw- 
ing readjustment allowance checks 
amounting up to S100 per month 
each for self-employment. The 
law provides that a veteran who 
is self-employed in any indepen- 
dent establishment, trade, busi- 
ness, profession or other vocation 
is eligible for readjustment allow- 
ance if his net earnings are less 
than $100 for the previous calen- 
dar months, the amount of the 
allowance being the difference be- 
tween his net earnings and $100. 

Q. My husband was kept out of 
the army until the war was over, 
then he saw he would have to go 
so he enlisted. Then he tried to 
get a discharge and they turned 
it down. Then he enlisted for 
the regular army on February 18, 
1945, knowing he would get out 
when his 18 months is up. His 
father is unable to handle the 
farm properly. He has put in for 
a discharge and sent in the nec- 
essary papers. Do you think he 
will be discharged?— Mrs. A. B., 
Stanley, Miss. 

A. He likely will get his dis- 
charge if his commanding offi- 
cer thinks his is a hardship case, 
although since he was turned 
down once, unless he has new 
evidence it is not likely that he 
would be discharged on the same 
evidence. 

Q. My son served in the army 
for 22 months. He was discharg- 
ed to take over the farm work 
which was too strenuous for his 
father, who was disabled. In oth 
er words he was considered of 
more value to the army for be 
ing on the farm than otherwise. 
Please tell me if he is entitled to 
any mustering-out pay? — Mrs. B 
S. p Morganfield, Ky. 

A. If the discharge was issued 
purely on a dependency o.- hard- 
ship case, then he is not entitled 
to mustering out pay. 

Q. My brother has re-enlisted 
in the army air corps six months 
ago. Since he has done this my 
family has not received any al- 
otment checks. My father is very 
sick and has been in bed for five 
years. During this time he has 
been dependent on his son's 
checks so can you advise me what 
steps I shoud take to clear this 
matter?— Mrs. P. B., Selinsgrove, 
Pa. 

A. Since an allotment to de- 
pendent parents is voluntary on 
the part of the serviceman, would 
suggest you write your brother 
and ask if he has applied for an 
allotment.

Army Asks Nurses 
And Corps Officers 
For Active Duty 

Action Necessary For 
Care of Patients 
Still, in Hospitals 

Recall quotas for 1,000 former 
Army Nurse Corps officers and 
100 additional Medical Adminis- 
thative Conps officers were an- 
nounced this week by the War 
Department. 

Major General Norman T. 
Kirk, The Surgeon General, said 
the recall of officers to active 
•duty on a voluntary basis was 
necessary to insure the best pos- 
sible care to some 90,000 patients 
remaining in Arir.y hospitals 
throughout the world. 

Corps Given Quotas 

Other corps in the Medical 
Department which have been 
authorized recall quotas are Med- 
ical Corps, 100; Dental Corps, 
100; Sanitary Corps, 5 ; Veter- 
inary Corps, 25, and dietitians, 
50. The first recall quota of 200 
Reserve and National Guard of- 
ficers authorized for the Medical 
Administrative Corps last Spring 
has been met. 

In general, all officers who re- 
turn to active duty must qualify 
for general duty and be avail- 
able for overseas duty. They will 
replace personnel eligible for dis- 
charge. As former officers, they 
must have an efficiency rating 
score of at least 35 to return in 
company grade and 40 points to 
return in field grade. 
Given Choice 

Nurses who come back into 
service will be given their choice 
of two categories. They may don 
their uniforms again to serve un- 
til relieved at the convenience of 
the government or for two years. 
Medical Administrative Corps of- 
ficers may sign up for 12, 18, or 
24 months or an unlimited length 
of time. 

Former Army nurses have evi- 
denced great interest in returning 
to active duty. Already, about 
1,500 have notified the War De- 
partment they are ready to trade 
civilian life for further military 
duty. They will not be consider- 
ed if they are married or have 
dependents under 14 years of 
age. 

All applicants desiring recall 
for extended active duty should 
obtain application blanks from 
The Adjutant General, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C, or any Army Re- 
cruiting Stations, Camps, Posts 
or Stations.

The No. 4 iron 
is in a class all 
by itself; just a 
shade in be- 
tween the long- 
er and medium 
shots. You may 
well regard it 
as the shorter 
of the long 
irons, or then 
again as the 
longer of the 
medium irons. 

In any event, 
like all irons 
from No. 1 to 
iNo. 7, it is hit 
with the same 
arc and in the 
Most golfers be- 
lieve that the longer shots are 
played more up on the left foot 
and the shorter ones back toward 
the right, with a feeling that the 
ball will be gotten up into the air 
more easily from the front. 

This is a common fallacy. The 
best way to hit any club is to 
keep the ball in relatively the 
same position, as this enables 
you to maintain the same timing. 
For the No. 4 iron, therefore, I 
employ the same comfortable 
stance I use for most other shots, 
addressing the ball approximate- 
ly at center. 

I start the club back with the 
turn of the body, rather than 
picking it up. with the hands and 
the arms. In this way, everything 
should work' together. The furth- 
er I turn, the funther the club is 
taken back. And the further you 
take the club back, the more time 
you have to generate speed in 
your downswing. And in golf, as 
in many other sports, speed is 
power. 

On the downswing;, remem- 
ber to transfer the weight 
from the rigrht to the left foot. 
In continuing the swing 
through the ball,- a complete 
follow through is possible only 
by being on the left foot, as 
the body can turn on this foot 
only if the weight is there. 
Direction is a direct result of 
hand action. As you near the 
ball on the downswing, try to 
get the hands as close as pos- 
sible to their starting position. 
The more readily you achieve this 
objective, the straighter your 
shot should be. 



The hands, remember, con- 
of the club surface. Thus if 
the hands return through the 
ball to approximately their ori- 
ginal starting position, the ball 
must fly straight regardless of 
the type of swing.

Forty surplus Army laboratory 
trucks will be sold exclusively to 
State and local health depart- 
ments throughout the nation 
under special authorization, 
Frank L. McNamee, Philadelphia 
regional director for the War 
Assets- Administration, announc- 
ed recently. 

"Since these trucks units are 
especially fitted to the needs of 
public health departments and 
to no other class of users, their 
allocation to local governments 
represents the highest utilization 
from the viewpoint of public in- 
terest," McNamee said. 

The U. S. Public Health Service 
reports on file 35 applications 
from 21 states for mobile labora- 
tory equipment. The interest in- 
dicates the demand may exceed 
the supply. 

The two and one-half ton, 10- 
wheel trucks, driven 2,000 to 
4,000 miles on training maneu- 
vers only, originally cost $5,474 
each, including laboratory equip- 
ment. The net selling price to 
local governments, which re- 
ceive a 40 per cent discount on 
equipment purchased for public 
health purposes, has been fixed 
at $1,614. The vehicles are locat- 
ed in Atlanta, Ga. 

The rolling laboratories will be 
used primarily for testing water, 
milk, sewage control and res- 
taurant sanitation in the v fleld. 
They are also ideally suited for 
the study of epidemic conditions 
at the point of outbreak. In ad- 
dition, conversion into medical 
clinics for examining slides, mak- 
ing blood tests and conducting 
other routine laboratory work is 
possible at little expense.

With Tact and Taught Thoughtfulness

From a mother in a small Can- 
adian town, came this: 

"Dear Dr. Myers:— I read your 
column regularly and feel I get 
a lot out of It. I would like some 
advice from you, so will enclose 
a stamped addressed envelope. 

"I have a girl 8 years old who 
is very determined, and a son 5. 
I don't like her going out at night 
to different things down town^as 
I feel she Is too young. The 
neighbors' children go, it seems, 
when they wish and she feels she 
should do it, too. She feels she is 
being done out of something. I 
want her to feel that I am trying 
to do what I think best for her. 
How can I show her that? 
Misbehaves in Company 

"She is also very bad at not 
doing what I ask her, especially 
when we have company. The oth- 
er night when we had company I 
had to get cross to her before she 
would get ready for bed and then 
she got mad and went to bed cry- 
ing. She is quite high-strung and 
when I go to whip her she gets 
just about blue in the face. I 
think, perhaps, I am inclined to 
nag at her, but it bothers me so 
much when she doesn't do what I 
ask her before I have to speak to 
her several times. 

"I am so anxious for her to 
have respect for me and still feel 
close to me. My husband tells me 
I am soft with her." 

The Psychologist's Reply 

As I wrote her, You are right 
in your convictions but weak in 
your courage. Neither now nor for 
some years to come, should you 
allow that child to go down town 
at night unattended by a respon- 
sible adult and not very often 
then. No matter what the neigh- 
bors do, you are responsible for 
your own child. Have no argu- 
ments about the matter at all. 
Just don't try to convince her with 
words. Twenty years hence she 
will realize you were right. 

When you make a request of 
her in irregular situations, let her 
choose. No occasion then to re- 
peat or to get angry if she does 
not accede. But with things she 
must do, as going to bed, don't 
request. Just tell her once when 
she shall go to bed for the next 
six months. 

Merely watch the clock. If she 
is in bed with lights off, one, two 
or five minutes late (as you have 
designated once) require her to 
sit in a chair where you can see 
her without any amusement for 
exactly 40 minutes. Should she 
not choose to go to bed then let 
her sit there till she does. Next 
night do likewise, if necessary, and 
the next.
